Birds That Cannot Fly 


of Barnyard Fowls Have Be- 
come Useless for Flying 

Why don’t barnyard fowl fly? They 
can make a fluttering pretence at 
flight, it is true, but for real flying 
their wings are useless, Barnyard 
fowl have lost the use of their wings 
through neglecting to use them, They 
have been valued for their eggs, and, 
as a consequence, they have been 
well fed. Thus the necessity for fly 
ing from place to place in search of 
food has not existed. They have for 
the same reason been protected as 
far as possible from attack by anirmals 
and from other dangers that would 
make flight, as a means of escape, a 
necessity, In course of time, there- 
fore, their wings have become prac- 
tically useless for purposes of flight. 
The wings of barnyard fowl are grad- 
ually decreasing in size. It may be 
in the course of time their wings will 
be nothing more than mere stumps, 
and later still it is quite possible that 
they will disappear altogether.
